Good 
‘Socialists’ can always be relied upon to get us further into 
debt to international bankers. 


Loans such as these are merely 
an expensive way of buying time, 
and it is the ordinary people who 
will have to pay. That is why 
income tax has gone up by 3p in the 
£ for everyone paying tax, thus 
raising the basic rate to 33p. Taxes 
have also been raised on soft drinks, 
confectionary, crisps, petrol, beer, 
spirits, wine and cigarettes. To¬ 
gether with the massive rises in the 
cost of rates, electricity, rail fares 
and steel, the ordinary person will 
be hard hit. 


PENSIONERS CHEATED 

Although single pensioners 
will be getting £10 a week and 
married couples £16 a week, the rise 
will make very little difference when 
set against the soaring cost of day- 
to-day living. 


INFLATION 

One thing that Healey’s 
budget did not include was any plan 
to tackle the root cause of inflation. 
During the first three months of 
this year the money supply has 
been expanding at.6^^% or about 
25% a year. Less a 3% rate of 
annual growth, this leaves a figure 
of 22% which is, of course, the 
reason for and the rate of inflation. 

Though Establishment poli¬ 
ticians are engaged in a conspiracy 
to hide this real cause of inflation 
from the people - putting the blame 
on workers and businessmen instead 
— economic experts know full well 
what the score is. 

A recent supplement on 
banking in Asia from the Establish¬ 
ment Times stated: “The all-India 
index of wholesale commodity 
prices rose by 20 per cent in 1973 


over the 1972 level. This un¬ 
precedented rate of inflation was 
due largely to the 16 per cent 
expansion of money supply during 
1973 — a year in which industrial 
output was virtually stagnant.” 

Inflation has been a world¬ 
wide phenomenon because the ex¬ 
tension of the money supply has 
been a worldwide phenomenon 
organised by the New York finance 
houses acting through the American 
Federal Reserve Board. Much of the 
new money was used for speculation 
in futures on the international com¬ 
modity markets. The profits 
derived by the banks from this 
operation were also put into com¬ 
modities as the international 
financiers attempted to hedge their 
bets. 

As Wilson’s Government is 
composed of nothing but the tools, 
lackies and representatives of Inter¬ 
national Finance, they will never 
solve our economic problems. By 
not taking on the real promoters of 
inflation the ‘Socialists’, like the 
Tories, will also be forced to find a 
scapegoat amongst the general 
population.

PRO-BLACK REDS ATTACK 
WHITE WORKERS 


THE International Marxist Group is disgusted with the 
racialist attitude of British trades unionists. Having totally 
failed to gain a power base amongst white workers, the IMG 
is now mounting a campaign against the trades unions in the 
hope of attracting coloured supporters. 

A recent issue of the IMG 


newspaper Red Weekly (29.3.74), 
carried articles attacking the hos¬ 
tility of white workers to the strike 
by Asians at Coventry Art Castings 
in Nuneaton and at the Mansfield 
Hosiery Mills in Loughborough. The 
paper advocated that: “Black 
workers’ caucuses should be formed 
in the unions to ensure that their 
particular interests are not ig¬ 
nored . . .” It continued: “A 
national network of such caucuses 
would make it possible for black 
workers elsewhere to organise sup¬ 
port for struggles like that at Art 
Castings. If necessary they could 
enforce blacking by bringing plants 
to a standstill where white workers 
refused to respond to the appeals 
of the strikers.” 


BLACK INFILTRATION 

These plans echo an earlier 
article in an issue of the black power 
newspaper Grass Roots. The article 
said that: “The black workers must 
form a Black Workers Union purely 
along racial lines to fight against 
racial discrimination in employ¬ 


ment.” It continues: “Black 
workers must infiltrate the unions, 
take over sections where there are 
black majorities and institute a 
policy of positive discrimination.”

BOOK REVIEW 

SHOCK, GASP, HORROR! 


PASSPORTS AND POLITICS* is an 
account of the Ugandan Asian in¬ 
vasion of Britain in the late Summer 
and Autumn of 1972. Written by 
two ‘liberal’ internationalists of the 
Race Relations Industry it is never¬ 
theless an interesting, useful and at 
times amusing book. 

The Ugandan influx caused 
the greatest polarization on the 
racial issue since Enoch Powell’s 
famous speech. Though Councillor 
Robert Atkins of Hornsey, speaking 
at the Conservative Party Conference 
in October, welcomed the Asians 
because they were: “independent, 
educated and, for the most part. 


professional — the very stuff of 
which Tory votes are made,” porters 
at Stansted Airport refused to 
handle the Asian’s baggage while 
many cab drivers also proved unco¬ 
operative. 

Interesting sidelights include 
examples of the absolute humbug 
of Establishment politicians. Harold 
Wilson, for example, said that Amin 
should have been removed by force 
by the British Government when he 
took over. “I wish they had never 
let that mentally unbalanced para¬ 
noic stage his military coup without 
a show of naval force by Britain.” 
Wilson’s enthusiasm for neo¬ 


colonialist fantasies caused him to 
overlook the fact that Uganda is a 
landlocked country 900 miles from 
the Indian Ocean! 

The Ugandan Asian affair was, 
of course, a major opening for the 
National Front — a point which the 
writers do not fail to note. The 
angry reaction of the British people 
found spontaneous expression in a 
stream of letters to the press. Most 
of the large demonstrations, how¬ 
ever, were organised by the National 
Front which lent a ready made 
structure through which the people 
could organise to fight back against 
the ruling Establishment. 


One of the lighter aspects of 
the business was the rumours and 
hoaxes that abounded. One letter 
that achieved wide circulation pur¬ 
ported to come from the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment and 
supposedly ordered the recipient to 
prepare for the arrival of six Uganda 
Asians that were to be compulsorily 
billeted in his house! The letter 
included instructions to lay out 
prayer mats facing Mecca, and pro¬ 
vide meals consisting of rice, 
chapattis, mangoes, yams and curry 
powder of “extra hot high Madras 
quality.” 


Whether reaction was chan¬ 
nelled into humour or somewhat 
stronger feelings, the writers leave 
us in no doubt that not only are 
the British people possessed of im¬ 
plicitly racialist notions, but that 
they are beginning to wake up in ever 
increasing numbers to the planned 
destruction of their country. The 
Establishment has been forced to 
be a lot less blatant about its 
importation of aliens.

From 1923 the Soviet Com¬ 
munist Party correctly ' con¬ 
demned Trotsky’s opposition as 
a petty bourgeois deviation, re¬ 
flecting the pressure of non- 
proletarian class forces on the 
party in backward, isolated and 
predominantly peasant Russia. 

Lacking any basis among the 
working class or the broad 
masses, Trotskyist propaganda 
relied on a kind of Bonapartist 
build-up of the cult of their 
•leader, to which the vain 
Trotsky showed no reluctance 
to contribute.
